‘ ‘The overwhelming victory of the 
Danes in the ‘first plebiscite sone in 
North Slesvig—they cist 75,023 votes 
to 25,087, for. the Germank—will please 
every one except those radical. critics 
of the Treaty who think: that ‘self-de- 
termination means ‘recognition of the 
German right to everything that Ger- 
many has ever stolen. But intrinal- 
cally dt is not of gréat importance, for 
the only thing in doubt was the size of 
the Danish mejésity. ‘This, indeed, is}. 
larger than had been expected, a fact 
which perhaps dffers some evidence 


\ for the prediction of the*result in the 


second zone, whete the vote is to be 
taken on March 14;, but ever since the 
Germans real that’ they would 
have to make of the, promise of 
a plebiscite in North Slesvig which the 
Prussian Government made in 1865 
they have counted ‘this district as lost. 

The Danish Government,.supported

General Bandholtz,

Jr. Both subjects are-closed incitients 
so far as hé is concerned, he declared 
yesterday. With prohibition already a 
part of the Constitution of the United 
States and woman suffrage apparently 
about to be made so, thirty States hav~, 
ing already ratified the amendment, the 
Senator does not see how either can fig- 
ure to any’extent in the State or na- 
tional campaign this Fall. 

Senator Wadsworth, who came to New 
York yesterday to’make a speech at the 
Women's Republican Club Lincoln Day 
luncheon, said he had opposed both wo- 
man suffrage and ‘prohibition because 
he believed they should have been sub- 
mitted to the people of each State to 
vote upon them, but that since suffrage 
had passed the Senate and prohibition 
had become a part of the Constitution, 
neither the Senate nor any individual 
Senator had. any further concern An | 
either matter. 

‘‘ Are you still opposed to woman suf- 
frage?’’ Senator. Wadsworth was asked. 

‘* Well, I haven't been conyerted to it 
yet,”” he replied. ‘‘ But.it will soon be 
in the same position as prohibition. I 
opposed both reforms, but I believe in | 
upholding the Constitution. I voted for 
the Volstead Enforcement act .because I 
believe that, having passed prohibition, 
Congress should have the power to pro- 
vido for its enforcement. It- is unlikely. 
that -the present. Congress will make 
any changes in-the terms of enforce- 
ment. The plan should be tried out. be- 
fore any changes are made. The ques- 
tion is still pet ales the courts in many 
forms, and it may be that in the process 
of evolution some plan may be reachéd 
that will be satisfactory to the over- 
whelming majority of the people.’’ 

The Senator intimated that in his cam- 

aign for. renomination and re-election 
* did not expect either the suffrage.or 
the prohibition ‘ssue would be wrought 
to the front, despite the declaration of 
Miss Mary Garrett Hay that she would 
oppose the Senator in the primary and, 
if he was nominated, at the election, 
and regardless of the fact that the Anti- 
Saloon League has been attacking him 
because of hie stand en prohibition. 

Regarding National politics, Senator 
Wadswortl declared that he did not 
believe the League of Nations would 
eure largely in the Republican ‘cam- 
gaign, as he thought the peace. treaty
